GOVERNOR. 


Frank  West  Rollins  was  born  in  Concord,  February  24,  1860.  He 
is  the  son  of  the  late  United  States  Senator  Edward  II.  Rollins,  of  this  city. 
He  was  educated  in  the  local  schools  of  this  city,  and  under  the  private 
tutelage  of  the  late  Prof.  Moses  Woolson,  and  subsequently  at  the  Massa- 
chusetts Institute  of  Technology.  He  read  law  in  Concord  under  the  late 
Hon.  John  Y.  Mugridge,  and  completed  his  legal  education  in  the  Harvard 
law  school.  He  was  admitted  to  the  Merrimack  county  bar,  in  August, 
1882.  After  practising  his  profession  for  a  year  in  this  city,  he  became 
interested  in  the  banking  business,  and  was  associated  with  his  father  and 
brothers  in  the  famous  house  of  E.  H.  Rollins  &  Sons.  Upon  the  incor- 
poration of  the  firm,  Governor  Rollins  became  its  business  manager  and 
vice-president,  having  charge  of  their  principal  eastern  branch  in  Boston, 
Concord  continuing  to  be  his  home,  and  where  he  spends  much  of  his  time. 
His  residence  is  one  of  the  finest  in  the  city,  standing  on  North  State 
street. 

In  1894  he  was  elected  to  the  state  Senate,  from  the  Concord  district,  and 
at  the  legislative  session  of  the  following  winter  was  honored  with  the  presi- 
dency of  that  body,  a  position  in  which  he  acquitted  himself  with  com- 
mendable ability.  He  has  served  in  various  capacities  in  the  National 
Guard  of  the  state,  from  private  to  assistant  adjutant-general,  with  the  rank 
of  lieutenant-colonel. 

He  is  a  member  of  the  Episcopal  church,  and  a  trustee  of  St.  Mary's 
school  for  girls. 

Although  his  tastes  and  adaptation  have  led  him  more  especially  to  take 
an  interest  in  finances  and  in  large  business  operations,  he  has  nevertheless 
found  time  for  study  and  literary  pursuit.  He  has  been  a  wide  reader  of 
classical  literature,  and  has  himself  written  much  and  well,  his  published 
works  including  "  The  Ring  in  the  Cliff,"  'k  Break-O'-Day  Tales,"  ''The 
Twin  Hussars,"  and  "The  Lady  of  the  Violets,"  besides  magazine  articles 
and  short  stories.  In  1893,  Dartmouth  College  conferred  upon  him  the 
degree  of  A.  M. 

Governor  Rollins,  who  is  a  pleasing  speaker,  made  the  address  for  the 
New  England  delegation  which  journeyed  to  Canton  to  visit  President-elect 
McKinley,  in  1896. 
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Governor  Rollins  is  a  genial,  prepossessing  gentleman  of  wholesome  person- 
ality, upright  character,  having  a  clear  discernment  of  the  relative  impor- 
tance of  men  and  tilings,  his  reputation  being  tree  from  taint  or  scandal, 
and  his  public  career,  like  his  private  character,  above  reproach. 

The  Rollins  name  is  a  familiar  one,  especially  to  the  "old  guard"  of 
New  Hampshire  Republicans,  and  one  upon  which  Republican  success  in 
this  state  has  been  many  times  conjured.  Governor  Rollins  possesses  the 
enthusiasm,  enterprise,  and  loyalty  of  his  father,  and  many  of  his  charac- 
teristic qualities.  Bringing  to  bear  in  the  conduct  of  the  affairs  of  the  state  the 
same  ability  and  intelligence  which  he  has  shown  in  the  management  of  his 
own  business,  would  insure  for  the  commonwealth  a  successful  administration.

Republican,  Unitarian 
preference,  shoe  manufacturer,  married;  age,  42.  Born  in  Rochester, 
March  7,  1856,  and  has  since  resided  there.  Educated  at  South  Berwick, 
Me.,  Academy  and  Dartmouth  College.      Member  of  the  House  in  1885. 

District  No.  2. —  Stephen  H.  Gale,  Exeter.  Republican,  Congrega- 
tionalism shoe  manufacturer,  married;  age,  52.  Born  in  East  Kingston, 
being  educated  at  Kingston  Academy  and  Boston  Commercial  College. 
Served  as  member  of  the  Haverhill,  Mass.,  city  government  in  1*74  ; 
director  First  National  Bank,  Haverhill,  Mass.,  fifteen  years;  commissary 
general,  State  of  New  Hampshire,  on  Gov.  .John  B.  Smith's  staff;  trustee 
Exeter  Cottage  Hospital,  and  state  senator  in  1.895.  General  Gale  was 
prominently  brought  forward  by  the  leading  papers  in  the  First  Congressional 
District  as  a  candidate  for  the  Republican  congressional  nomination  against 
Hun.  C.  A.  Sulloway,  but  declined  to  be  a  candidate  or  to  take  any  active 
part,  as  he  had  previously  announced  his  candidacy  for  councilor.

Resided  in  Indian- 
apolis, Ind.,  ten  years,  removing  to  Littleton  in  1877.  He  is  serving  his 
seventh  year  as  selectman,  and  is  also  county  commissioner,  his  term  expiring 
April  1,  1899.      Member  of  the  House  in  1883.      Always  a  Republican.

District  No.  1. —  Frank  P.  Brown,  Whitefield.     Republican,  merchant, 

married;  age,  51.  Born  in  Bow,  March  24,  1847,  and  was  educated  at 
Colby  Academy,  New  London,  and  commercial  college  in  Concord.  From 
1893  to  189G,  he  was  manager  of  the  mercantile  department  of  Brown's 
Lumber  Company.  He  has  been  treasurer  of  the  Whitefield  Manufacturing 
Company,  and  the  Maine  Condensed  Milk  Company,  president  of  the  White- 
lield  Aqueduct  Company,  and  president  of  the  Whitefield  Bank  &  Trust 
Company,  since  its  organization.  He  is  also  a  director  of  the  Saco  Valley 
Railroad  Company.  He  is  now  the  head  of  F.  P.  Brown  &  Company, 
merchants.  He  owns  the  grist  mill  at  Whitefield,  doing  a  business  of  over 
one  hundred  and  twenty-five  car  loads  a  year.  Aside  from  this,  he  is  one 
of  the  most  extensive  farm  owners  in  the  state.  Outside  of  town  offices  nt 
trust,  in  1876-77  he  represented  Whitefield  in  the  House,  aud  in  1885—87 
was  a  member  of  Governor  Currier's  staff  as  commissary-general  with  the 
rank  of  brigadier-general.

District  No.  3. —  George  H.  Gordon,  Canaan.  Republican,  attends 
Baptist  Church  —  belongs  to  none,  friendly  to  all,  agent  Boston  &  Maine 
Railroad,  married;  age,  39.  Born  in  Canaan,  September  27,  1859. 
Educated  in  the  common  schools  of  his  native  town,  Andover,  and  New 
London  and  Proctor  academies.  Served  as  member  Canaan  High  School 
board  four  years,  town  clerk  nine  years,  member  Republican  State  Com- 
mittee six  years,  member  of  the  House  1893-95. 

District  No.  4. —  George  H.  Adams,  Plymouth.  Republican,  Methodist 
preference,  lawyer,  married;  age,  47.  Born  in  Campton,  May  18,  1851, 
and  has  since  resided  in  Plymouth.  Educated  at  Kimball  Union  Academy 
and  Dartmouth  College.  Was  deputy  collector  of  internal  revenue  1889-92, 
judo-e  advocate  general  on  Governor  Smith's  staff  1893-94.  Has  been 
president  of  Pemigewasset  National  Bank  for  past  ten  years.  Member 
Constitutional  Convention  1876  and  House  1883.      Always  a  Republican. 
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District  No.  5. — James  F.  Safford,  Farmingtou.  Republican,  Con- 
gregationalism jeweler,  married;  age,  .~>-4.  Bom  in  Hope,  Me.,  in  1844. 
lie  is  from  New  Hampshire  stock,  his  grandparents  removing  from  the 
southern  part  of  the  state  to  Maine  soon  after  the  close  of  the  War  of  the 
Revolution.  His  grandmother  was  a  niece  of  Col.  Enoch  and  Col.  Nathan 
Hall,  who  were  in  command  of  New  Hampshire  regiments  in  the  Revolu- 
tionary army.  Mr.  Safford  served  as  a  soldier  of  the  civil  war  from  1862 
to  1865.  He  went  to  Farmingtou  and  established  himself  as  a  jeweler  in 
1867,  the  business  being  continued  at  the  present  time  as. I.  F.  Safford  & 
Son.  He  is  a  trustee  and  member  of  the  investment  committee  of  the 
Farmingtou  Savings  Bank,  trustee  ot  the  Farmingtou  Public  Library, 
member  of  the  school  board,  and  is  a  Knight  Templar.  Has  been  treasurer 
of  his  town,  and  was  a  member  of  the  House  in  1895.  Always  a 
Republican. 

District  No.  6. —  Stephen  S.  Jewett,  Laconia.  Republican,  liberal  in 
religious  views,  lawyer,  married;  age,  40.  Born  in  Gilford,  now  Laconia, 
September  18,  1858,  and  has  since  resided  there.  Educated  in  the  public 
schools  of  Laconia  and  at  the  old  Gilford  Academy.  He  was  secretary  of 
the  Republican  State  Committee  in  1890  and  chairman  of  that  organization 
in  1892  and  1894.  Served  as  engrossing  clerk  in  1883,  assistant  clerk  of 
the  House  in  1887  and  LSS'.t,  and  clerk  of  the  House  in  1891  and  1893. 
Was  speaker  of  the  House  in  1895  and  a  member  in  1897.  He  was  on  the 
Staff  of  Governor  Goodell,  and  is  a  thirty-second  degree  Mason.  He  is  one 
of  the  brightest  and  most  astute  lawyers  and  politicians  in  the  state,  has  had 
an  unusual  amount  of  parliamentary  practice,  and  was  always  a  Republican. 

District  No.  7. —  Frederick  Jewett,  Claremont.  Republican,  Univer- 
salis!, grocer,  widower;  age,  71.  Born  in  Windsor,  Yt.,  May  25,  1827, 
and  was  educated  there.  Resided  in  Boston  four  years  and  in  Claremont 
since,  having  been  in  his  present  business  fifty  years.  Member  of  the  House 
in   1891-93.      Formerly  a  Whig. 

District  X".  8. —  T.  Nelson  Hastings,  Walpole.  Republican,  Unitarian, 
widower;  age,  40.  Born  in  Cambridge,  Mass.,  May  2-">,  l<s"><s.  His 
father,  T.  Nelson  Hastings,  Sr.,  wdio  died  when  bis  son  Nelson  was  only 
nine  months  old,  was  a  man  of  much  influence,  and  was  for  years  a  member 
of  the  Commercial  Exchange  in  Boston.  Upon  his  death  Mrs.  Hastings 
removed  with  her  children  to  Walpole,  where  her  son,  the  subject  of  this 
-ketch,  acquired  his  elementary  education  in  the  public  schools.  He  after- 
ward attended  Warren  Academy  at  Woburn,  Mass.,  and  later  the  Massa- 
chusetts Institute  of  Technology,  where  he  pursued  a  course  in  architecture. 
In  1882  he  built  and  conducted  the  Bijou  Theatre  in  Boston;  later  he  sold 
it  to  Mr.  Whipple,  who  in  turn  sold  it  to  B.  F.  Keith.  While  owner  of  the 
Bijou,  Mr.  Hastings  introduced  Edison's  electric  lighting  system,  and  became 
a  pioneer  in  introducing  the  new  invention  to  the  public,  putting  in  over  700 
lights.  He  was  interested  in  the  Boston  Tobacco  Company,  and  was  for 
three  years  its  president.  He  was  a  charter  member  of  the  old  Boston 
Bicycle  Club,  and  at  the  first  bicycle  race  ever  held  in  Suffolk  county  he  took 
the  first  prize.      Mr.  Hastings  is  six  feet,  four  inches   in   height,  and  he  rode 
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a  sixty-inch  wheel,  making  a  striking  and  handsome  figure.  In  1880,  with 
four  other  members,  he  made  a  cycling  trip  abroad.  This  was  the  first  trip 
of  the  kind,  and  the  "Fortunate  Five,"  as  they  were  termed,  were  enter-, 
tained,  officially  and  individually,  by  the  members  of  the  Bicycle  Club  of 
London,  then  composed  exclusively  of  men  of  wealth  and  of  noble  family. 
The  five  were  feted  and  lionized  and  invited  to  state  residences  and  to 
palaces,  and  were  made  members  of  the  Bicycle  Touring  Club  of  England. 
After  an  active  business  life  of  six  years  in  Boston,  in  1888  Mr.  Hastings 
took  up  his  residence  in  Walpole,  where  he  has  taken  a  lively  interest  in  the 
social,  educational,  and  religious  affairs  of  the  town.  He  was  married  in 
1882,  to  Amy,  daughter  of  Hudson  E.  Bridge,  a  native  of  Walpole,  who 
subsequently  became  a  wealthy  manufacturer  of  St.  Louis.  Mrs.  Hastings 
died  in  181)5.  Five  children  were  born  to  them,  of  whom  four,  all  boys, 
are  now  living.  Mr.  Hastings  is  a  Mason  and  one  of  the  vice-presidents  of 
the  New  Hampshire  Soldiers'  Aid  Society,  and  by  his  personal  efforts  and 
libera]  subscriptions  did  much  for  the  relief  and  comfort  of  the  New  Hamp- 
shire volunteers  in  the  Spanish-American  War.  He  was  a  member  of  the 
Senate  in  1897,  and  served  on  important  committees.  His  genial  and 
amiable  qualities  and  liberal  hospitality,  together  with  his  commanding 
height,  made  him  one  of  the  notable  figures  at  the  state  capitol.  He  is  a 
skillful  four-in-hand  whip,  and  drives  one  of  the  prettiest  teams  of  four  coal- 
black  horses  to  be  found  in  the  country. 

District  No.  9. —  Walter  Putney,  Bow.  Republican,  Baptist,  farmer, 
married;  age,  53.  Born  in  Bow,  where  he  was  educated  and  lias  since 
resided.  Has  held  various  town  offices,  and  was  a  member  of  the  House  in 
1895.      Always  a  Republican. 

District  No.  10. — Charles  C.  Danforth,  Concord.  Republican,  Unita- 
rian, insurance  agent,  single;  age,  61.  Born  in  Amherst;  educated  in  the 
public  schools  of  Concord,  and  Nashua  Academy.  For  twelve  years  he  was 
a  resident  of  Wisconsin,  serving  while  there  as  assistant  clerk  of  the  State 
Senate,  and  clerk  of  the  committee  on  claims;  since  then  he  has  resided  in 
New  Hampshire.  He  has  been  president  of  the  New  Hampshire  Unitarian 
Association  for  six  years,  and  was  a  member  of  Governor  Straw's  staff. 
Colonel  Danforth  is  one  of  the  prominent  Masons  of  the  state,  having  taken 
all  the  degrees  in  that  society  up  to  and  including  the  thirty-third  degree. 
He  was  assistant  clerk  of  the  House  in  1873-75,  clerk  of  the  House  in 
1876-77,  member  of  the  House  in  1879,  Constitutional  Convention  in  1889, 
and  is  now  chairman  of  the  police  commission  of  the  city  of  Concord. 

District  No.  11. — George  E.  Miller,  Pembroke.  Republican,  Metho- 
dist, merchant;  age,  48.  Bom  in  Deerfield,  October  30,  1850.  Educated 
in  Manchester  Business  College.  He  is  a  past  worshipful  master  of  Sewell 
lodge,  A.  F.  and  A.  M.,  No.  94,  and  also  a  member  of  Hiram  Chapter,  No. 
24,  R.  A.  M.,  Suncook,  Horace  Chase  Council,  R.  and  S.  M.,  and  Mount 
Horeb  Commandery,  Knights  Templar  of  Concord,  of  the  Edward  A. 
Raymond  Consistory  of  Nashua,  and  Aleppo  Temple  of  the  Mystic  Shrine 
of  Boston.  He  is  also  affiliated  with  Howard  lodge,  I.  ().  O.  F.  He  was  a 
member  of  the  House  in  1897,  and  served  on  the  committee  on  manufactures. 
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District  No.  1'2.  —  Elbridge  W".  Fox,  Milton.  Republican,  Congrega- 
tionalism merchant,  married;  age,  64.  Born  in  Milton  Mills,  December  3, 
1834,  and  has  since  resided  there.  Educated  at  Wakefield  Academy,  and 
New  Hampton  Literary  Institution.  Mr.  Fox  began  his  mercantile  career  in 
the  store  of  his  father,  Capt.  Asa  Fox,  at  Milton  Mills,  at  the  age  of  17, 
and  with  the  exception  of  a  year  spent  in  Boston,  has  been  connected  with 
the  business  ever  since,  under  the  firm  name  of  Asa  Fox  &  Son.  After  the 
death  of  his  father,  in  1887,  he  and  his  son,  Everett  F.,  became  the  pro- 
prietors, but  conducted  the  business  under  the  original  firm  name.  In  the 
capacity  of  notary  public  and  justice  of  the  peace,  he  transacted  a  large 
amount  of  legal  and  official  business,  and  has  held,  almost  without  exception, 
all  the  courts  in  Milton  for  the  trial  of  criminal  actions,  tor  a  long  term  of 
years.  Has  served  as  selectman,  treasurer,  and  moderator,  for  several  terms, 
chairman  of  the  board  of  health  for  many  years,  chairman  of  the  board  of 
supervisors  since  the  enactment  of  the  law  in  1878  creating  such  officers, 
delegate  to  the  Constitutional  Convention  of  1876,  member  of  the  House  in 
1891—93,  paymaster  twenty  years,  was  incorporator  of  the  Rochester  Savings 
Bank,  is  vice-president,  trustee,  and  chairman  of  the  finance  and  library 
committee  of  the  Nute  High  School  and  library  of  Milton,  trustee  and 
treasurer  of  the  Milton  Free  Public  Library  at  Milton  Mills,  has  been  statis- 
tical correspondent  for  the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture  for  more
